4. When act to take effect.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. The city of Wabasha may at any time
prior to August first (1st) A. D. one thousand eight hun-
dred and seventy-one, by a vote of a majority of its com-
mon council or their successors in official -trust, subject to
the approval and ratification of the legal voters of said t .

SBC. 2. Before said bonds are issued, the question ot

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days notice to be given previous to said election, by pub-
lication in some newspaper published in said city or county

Pro-
vided, That_the question of issuing of such bonds may-
again at any time or times prior to August first, A. D. one-
thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, in like manner-
be submitted to said legal voters and with like effect.

sinking fund, such sums as with accrued interest thereon,
shall amount to an equall proportion of the whole amount
of bonds issued, which shall be applied to the punctual
payment of said bonds at maturity. Said taxes shall be-
levied and collected in the same manner as other taxes are-
levied and collected in said city of Wabasha.

SEC. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force
ana* after its passage.
